share the unofficial national championship in 1974. Oklahoma was voted the 
champion in the Associated Press (writers) poll, although on NCAA probation, 
Southern Cal, after edging Ohio State in the Rose Bowl, was voted the champion 
in the United Press International (coaches) poll. The coaches had voted not to 


consider teams on probation. y Si
